pland student likes 
to grow bonsai trees

Lindsay Shiba belongs to a select 
group of gardening enthusiasts who 
can prune a forest in the afternoon 
and play tennis in the evening with 
time to spare. 

The 19 - year - old Upland student 
grows bonsai trees both as a hobby 
and for his work at Mt. Fuji Garden 
Center, an Upland nursery on 
Foothill Boulevard owned by his 
father, Katsumi. 

Growing miniature trees is an art 
form developed in Japan centuries 
ago. Shiba explained the word ‘‘bon- 
Sai’’ comes from Japanese 
characters ‘‘bon,’’ meaning to 
cultivate, and ‘‘sai,’’ meaning pot or 
dish. 

Shiba will be a sophomore this fall 
at California State Polytechnic 
University, Pomona, where he is 
studying ornamental horiculture. 

He began growing bonsai trees in 
1970 and his father and Serge 
Seminoff at the nursery were his 
first instructors. Shiba has also 
taken night classes from bonsai ex- 
pert Kahn Komai in Temple City. 

“It sounds kind of corny, but I like 
Japanese culture and I like plants,” 
he said. 

Although naturally stunted trees 
can be found, Shiba explained that 
bonsai trees require time and care 
before they are ready to be potted 
and displayed. 

The nursery usually starts with 
stunted, older trees, which take less 
time to ‘‘train,’’ he said. Shiba noted 
other methods begin with seeds, 
cuts and grafts. 

Shiba said bonsai trees range in 
size from the ‘‘mame,”’ four potted 
plants will fit on the palm of a hand, 
to five or six feet. 
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Shiba prunes bonsai ol 


Training is the ongoing process of 
keeping the tree small and healthy 
while getting it to take the desired 
shape. 

He said the nursery finds wild 
junipers, desert sage, scrub oaks 
and other naturally stunted trees in 
the high desert. With permission 
from the property owners, the trees 
are dug up following heavy rains 
when the weather is cool and there 
is less chance of the plants dying en 
route, Shiba added. 

Wind, snow and lack of rain com- 
bine to produce naturally stunted 
trees in the high desert, Shiba said. 

Shiba noted the nursery waits up 
to several years while the trees 
become acclimated and there is 


“enough growth to work with before 


training starts. 

He indicated the roots must be 
shallow enough to fit into a pot and 
strong enough for the plant to sur- 
vive. Copper or aluminum wire is 
wrapped about the tree to bend it 
into the desired shape, Shiba ex- 
plained. 

Pruning and wiring the top of the 
tree may begin while the plant is 
still being cultivated in the ground, 
he added. 

Although almost any type of tree 
can be dwarfed, Shiba said survival 
depends on climate and care. 

‘‘Out here we look for plants with 
smaller leaves and a slower growth 
rate. They tend to last longer.” 

The nursery uses organic fer- 
tilizer to slow the growth rate and 
cut down on the amount of training 
needed, Shiba said. 

Beginners to bonsai growing often 
have several misconceptions about 
to care for the trees, he noted. 

‘‘People think they’re 
houseplants, but indoors is too drv 


climate,’ Shiba said, adding that 
bonsai plants need sunlight like 
other trees. 

He noted some buyers mistakenly 
believe they can successfully keep a 
tree stunted by starving it of fer- 
tilizer. Others do not water the bon- 
sai trees frequently enough, Shiba 
added. 

At the nursery, Shiba said a 12 - 
inch - high tree is watered two or 
three times a day during summer. 

‘People don’t realize the amount 
of care needed. We tell them, but 
they forget.”’ 

Shiba advised beginners to bonsai 
growing to take a class before trying 
to maintain the trees. 

The art of bonsai growing comes 
from the attention given to the 
trees’ shapes and lines in Japan, 
Shiba said. He compared the skill in- 
volved in getting the proper lines for 
limbs and trunk to traditional 
Japanese flower arranging. 

Bonsai trees show a variety of 
styles: cascading growth down over 
the edge of the pot, landscaping of 
the soil in the pot and forest 
arrangements of several trees in 
one pot are some of the techniques. 

He noted the pot or dish and the 
bonsai tree’s placement in it 
enhance the plant’s appearance like 
the frame of a painting. 

Shiba belongs to a bonsai society 
with headquarters at the Arboretum 
in Arcadia and has placed high in 
several shows. He said bonsai grow- 
ing is popular on the West Coast 
because of the large Japanese - 
American population. 

Evidence of bonsai’s popularity is 
reflected in the chains the nursery 
now uses to prevent theft of the 
trees, which range in price from $15 
to $200, Shiba added.

Hospital chief denies asking for program’s halt

The administrator of San Antonio 
Community Hospital said he did not 
request the elimination of mental 
health inpatient services, contrary 
to what the proposed 1978-79 county 
budget indicates. 

“If the money is available, we 
would have a program,’’ John L. 
Towers, administrator of the 
Upland _hospital,said. 

The budget proposes the elimina- 
tion of inpatient services provided 
by the hosqital under a contract with 
the county mental health depart- 
ment. This would save an estimated 
$331,000. 

The budget says the services were 
eliminated ‘‘at the request of the 
hospital.’ But Towers said this was 
not so. 

The group which provides psy- 
chiatrists’ services under the con- 
tract has told the hospital ad- 
ministration it cannot continue 
them, Towers said. t 


But he believes the hospital could 
arrange for the services of other 
psychiatrists and continue both the 
inpatient and day treatment 
programs. 

Towers said it was only ‘‘a coin- 
cidence’’ that the group sought to 
cancel psychiatrists’ services at the 
same time the county mental health 
department was looking for ways to 
save money. 

“I. can understand their (of- 
ficials’) problems with Proposition 
13,’’ Towers said. 

“But we’re proud of this program, 
which allows us to care for people in 
their own community. We think the 
West End was cut more than its 
proportionate share.”’ 

Towers said hospital officials and 
a number of West End county super- 
visors have worked for years to ex- 
pand mental health services in the 
West End. 

Under last year’s contract 
between the hospital and the county 
mental health department, patients

could be sent to the Upland hospital 
instead of the central mental health 
unit in San Bernardino. 

It provided for 800 patient-days, a 
patient-day defined as a patient's 
stay in the hospital for a single day. 

The state paid 90 percent of the 
program’s costs under the 1957 
Short-Doyle ,Act.-The county paid 
the rest. 

Under the Short-Doyle Act, the 
state has offered substantial finan- 
cial support to counties to provide 
mental health care for those who 
can best be served in their own com- 
munities, rather than at state men- 
tal hospitals. 

After Proposition 13’s passage, 
the state Legislature allowed coun- 
ties to decide for themselves 
whether they want to continue pay- 
ing their 10 percent share of mental 
health programs for 1978-79, without 
losing the other 90 percent. 

County Administrative Officer 
Earl Goodwin’s proposed budget 
recommends the elimination of the 


% 


county’s 10 percent share. That 
amounts to almost $1.3 million in 
savings. 


Supervisors’ Chairman Robert 0. 
Townsend said he would seek some 
way to restore part of the 
recommended cuts at San Antonio 
Community Hospital and trim some 
other programs. 

Other recommendations affecting 


other county departments are as 
follows: 

— Fee increases for hangar ren- 
tals, overnight aircraft parking and 
other services at county airports, in- 
cluding Chino Airport. This would 
raise $58,000. Without the increases, 
unspecified measures would be 
taken to cut services at Chino and 
Barstow-Daggett airports. 

— A reduction of 30 percent in the 


number of inspections conducted by 
the weights and measures depart- 
ment. This would save $67,257 and 
eliminate three positions. 


— Elimination of the county con- 
sumer affairs program, which has 
been part of the weights and 
measures department since: 1971. 
This would save $58,942 and 
eliminate three positions by 1979=80.

A lot of computers 


This one saves you money. 
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Proposed county spending reaches $3

Proposed Spending by San Bernar- 
dino County government this year 
Stands at a record $3475 million. 
That would provide almost $460 in 
county services to each of the coun- 
ty’s 756,000 residents. 

But Proposition 13 has forced a 
variety of budget cuts that will 
affect practically everyone. 

The board of supervisors will con- 
sider the proposed 1978-79 county 
budget starting Tuesday, the first of 
nine days of public hearings. A final 
budget is expected by Aug. 28. 

County Administrative Officer 
Earl Goodwin has recommended 
$347.5 million in total county spen- 
ding for the year which began July 1. 
That amount is up 5.2 percent over 
the $330.3 million budgeted for the 
previous year. 

But several special funds are left 
untouched by Proposition 13, the 
state constitutional amendment that 
slashes county government's in- 
come from property taxes by 57 per- 
cent. 

If the special funds are excluded, 
Goodwin’s recommended budget is 
$262.8 million, $17.3 million less than 
the supervisors approved last year. 

It is within this part of the county 
budget that Proposition 13 has made 
its impact. And the supervisors may 
decide to cut even more than 
Goodwin has recommended. 

“Proposition 13 did not dismantle 
county government. Even after 
reductions, the county will provide a 
wide range of important public ser- 
vices throughout the community,’ 
Goodwin said in his budget message 
last week. 

“The board of supervisors must 
ultimately make the decisions 
regarding which services to curtail, 
retain or expand when adopting the

1978-79 budget.” 

Of the $460 in county services each 
person would receive this year un- 
der Goodwin's proposed budget, the 
largest share would go to the 
category of welfare and social ser- 
vices — $169.36, up $20 from last 
year’s adopted budget. 

Other categories. of proposed 
county spending per person are as 
follows: 

— Law enforcement and justice, 
$75.42. The recommended amount 
per person is down about $2 from 
last year. This category includes the 
sheriff's department, the district at- 
torney’s and public defender’s of- 
fices, the courts and the probation 
department. 

— Public works, $73.12. This 
category includes road construction 
and maintenance, public transporta- 
tion, airports, flood control, refuse 
disposal and regional parks. 

— Health care, $71.63. The 
recommended amount per person is 
down almost $16.50 from last year. 
This category includes the county 
medical center, public health and 
mental health. 

— Administration and fiscal 
group, $23.72. This includes the 
board of supervisors, the county ad- 
ministrative officer, the assessor, 
auditor-controller and treasurer-tax 
collector. 

— Environmental improvement, 
$19.60, all but $8.37 of which would 
go toward federally financed com- 
munity development projects. The 
rest would pay for county planning, 
environmental health and fire 
protection. 

— Construction projects, $14.14 


and 


— General services, $12.65. This 
category includes agriculture, the 
county library system, the museum, 
the registrar of voters and weights 
and measures. 


Even after the supervisors finish 
budget hearings, the proportion of 
spending for three major county 
functions is not expected to change 
drastically. 


Those functions — welfare and 
social services, law enforcement 
and the courts, and health care — 
account for more than two-thirds of 
all county spending proposed this 
year. 


Welfare and social services are 
among the county programs that 
will be affected least by Proposition 
13. 


Others include community 
development projects intended to 
upgrade neighborhoods, road con- 
struction and maintenance, public 
transportation, and some medical 
services for the poor 


All of those programs are paid for 
by state and federal governments, 
“and they may continue at whatever 
level those independent sources 
provide,’ Goodwin said in his 
budget message. 


“Most other county departments 
are financed by property taxes to 
some extent and their budgets must 
be adjusted to reflect a lower in- 
come. These budget recommen- 
dations focus primarily on the 
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CANTONESE CUISINE 
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reductions in property tax-financed 
services.”’ 

Proposition 13 will cut county 
government's income from property 
taxes from $90.1 million in the past 
year (including taxes once levied in- 
dependently by the county library 
system and the flood control dis- 
trict) to $38.6 million this year.

Along with supplying a balance of 
nutrients, Mrs. Brunell said, the 
hospital strives for the right ‘‘color 
combination”’ for each serving. 

Musser pointed out that dominant 
lettering on the menus matches the 
color of tray cover mat on which dis- 
hes are placed. The final touch for 
each tray is a flower in a small vase. 

Mrs. Brunell explained that 
patients need an ‘extra appeal’’ 
often in order to regain their 
appetites. Confined to bed, patients 
find meals and snacks are among 
their few pleasures while in the 
hospital, she added 

Musser noted, ‘‘The hospital un- 
derstands that the patient doesn't 
want to be here.”’

Top county officials defend 
agencies criticized in report 


Top county officials say the six agencies which oversee 
county departments do save money and make county 
government run more efficiently 

County Administrative Officer Earl Goodwin and 
agency administrators defended the system against 
criticism by the 1977-78 grand jury 

Goodwin inherited the agency system from his 
predecessor, Robert A. Covington. Although Goodwin 
abolished one of the original agencies shortly after he 
was appointed in 1976, he has kept the system relatively 
intact. 

“It's a very effective management organization form, 
not only from the cost-cutting standpoint butsfrom the 
management control standpoint,’’ Goodwin said in a 
recent interview 

One of its benefits is that it reduces the number of 
officials who report directly to the board of supervisors, 
he said 

“Like many other people who look at the system,” 
Goodwin added, members of the 1977-78 grand jury 
viewed the system only from the perspective of the more 
than 50 county department heads. 

Goodwin described that view as ‘from the bottom up 
rather than from the top down.” 

When county supervisors set up the agencies between 
1971 and 1974, they were delegating their executive 
responsibility to agency administrators rather than 
assuming it themselves, he said. 

“It was not taken away from department heads,’’ he 
said 

Agency administrators do more than prepare budgets, 
Goodwin noted 

They have the authority to appoint most department 
heads, although in practice, most key appointments are 
cleared with Goodwin and the board of supervisors. They 
also make recommendations relating to county 
programs and policies 

“So it’s not just an extension of the county 
administrative office,’’ Goodwin said 

Agency administrators meet weekly with Goodwin, 
County Counsel Alan Marks and the three assistant 
county administrative officers for budget, personnel and 
management services. 

During these sessions of the executive cabinet, agency 
administrators’ recommendations go to Goodwin for 
eventual presentation to the board of supervisors. ‘‘And 
there’s nothing wrong with that,” he said. 

Goodwin was responding to the grand jury’s statement 
saying that agency administrators in practice are 
responsible to him rather than to the board of 
supervisors, which appoints them 

He said he evaluates the administrators’ performance 
yearly 

‘And they are informally evaluated on a week-by-week 
basis on any given Monday,” he said with a smile. He 
was referring to agency administrators’ regular 
appearances before the board of supervisors 


As far as he is concerned, ‘'I’ve tried to make it known 

that department heads are free to contact me” 

regarding their budgets and recommendations for the 
supervisors’ agendas 


The grand jury's statement about the costs of the 


agency System is misleading although technically 
correct, Goodwin said 


‘‘Most of the costs were in the (county) system all 
along,’ he said 


“It’s not fair’’ to consider increases in administrative

staff for the agencies as real growth in county 
government, Goodwin argued. 

He said the agencies drew their staffs from county 
departments and the county administrative office. Few 
new positions were actually created, he said. 

The administrator of the county General Services 
Ageney, David G. Hitchcock, conceded that benefits of 
the agency system were ‘‘hard to pinpoint.”’ 

“T’ve not kept any kind of scoresheet on the money 
saved or the new expenditures avoided,’’ Hitchcock said, 
although he believes the system has saved money. 

Hitchcock stressed other benefits from the system«in 
terms of better. communication among departments 
related in function, better management of county 
departments and fewer officials reporting to the board of 
supervisors 

“It's a misnomer to consider these ‘superagencies,’ ‘ 
he said.

First-aid preparation 
could save pets’ lives

No one likes to consider 
the possibility that some 
day a favorite pet might be 
injured in an accident. Yet 
given the fact that most 
dogs and cats are free to 
roam the house and 
neighborhood, it’s best to be 
prepared to administer first 
aid to your pet. 

Your first step in 
providing first.aid should be 
to take precautions against 
being bitten or scratched — 
even if your pet is normally 
good - natured. Do not 
assume that a pet in pain 
will recognize a familiar 
voice or face. 

Use a blanket or jacket to 
cover the pet’s head, or 
convert a scarf into a 


temporary muzzle so you 
can examine the animal 
Safely. To examine a cat, 
you may need a friend to 
restrain the cat’s feet while 
you hold its head. 

In any accident, the most 
obvious injuries will be 
broken bones or heavy 
bleeding. Broken limbs 
usually stick out at an 
unnatural angle and must 
be immobilized with a 
temporary splint and some 
toweling. The splint and 
broken leg should be 
wrapped firmly together to 
prevent further movement 
which may cause additional 
bleeding or tissue damage. 

The easiest method to 
control heavy bleeding is 
direct pressure over the 
wound by applying a clean

handkerchief with your 
fingers. Blood that is bright 
red and spurting out rhy- 
thmically cémes from an 
artery; darker, slower 
flowing blood comes from a 
vein. 

If you are unable to stop 
the blood in a few minutes 
using a pressure bandage, 
you may have to try a 
tourniquet. A tourniquet is a 
narrow strip of material (a 
tie, stocking or belt) tied 
tightly between the heart 
and the wound. 

Tourniquets must be 
loosened for one minute at 
5-8 minute intervals so that 
the tissues below the 
tourniquet are not 
completely deprived of 
oxygen and blood.

breathing, you must apply 
artificial respiration. Lay 
the pet on its right side, and 
gently pull the tongue out of 
its mouth as far as possible. 

Apply even steady 
pressure on the rib cage, 
with your hands. Press 
down approximately every 
five seconds. Do it slowly 
but with strong pressure to 
the chest area. The firm 
pressure also massages the 
heart. 

You may have to work on 
the animal a half hour or 
more. There’s always the 
possibility of reviving an 
animal as long as there is a 
heartbeat. 

Heavy bleeding, trauma, 
pain and severe fright all 
contribute to the 
development of shock, even 
if major injuries are not 
present. Major symptoms 
of shock in animals include 
pale, grayish gums and lips. 
Treat shock with warmth 
and comfort. Cover the 
animal with blankets and 
speak soothingly. 

If the animal is fully 
conscious, stimulants such 
as warm coffee or strong

spoonful into the corner of 
the mouth. In small doses, 
they will stimulate the 
heart and blood circulation, 
fighting against shock. 

If the pet is unconscious 
or semi - conscious, do not 
give it anything by mouth. 
Liquids may strangle an 
unconscious animal by 
passing into the lungs 
instead of the stomach. 


While you are 
adnuiistering first aid, 
someone else should locate 
a board or stiff cardboard 
for transporting the animal 
to the nearest veterinarian. 
If necessary, tie the pet 
down so that it does not 
injure itself further. 


Even if your pet seems to 
have no major injuries and 
is recovering from the 
shock of the accident, it’s 
best to visit your 
veterinarian right away. 
Internal injuries may not 
show up immediately and 
delay in treatment may 
mean permanent damage.

Use pesticides with care 


Do-it-yourself pest con- 
trol can work in many 
cases...if the homeowner 
knows what he or she is do- 
ing, and follows a few safe- 
ty rules by heeding the in- 
structions on the pesticide 
label, according to the 
National Pest Control 
Association, a nonprofit 
organization that provides 
consumers with informa- 
tion about pest problems 
and solutions. 

The first thing a do-it- 
yourselfer should do is to 
make certain the kind of 
pest to be dealt with. What 
a homeowner thinks is a fly- 
ing ant could be a termite 
from a colony that is under- 
mining the home. 

Check it out with a county 
extension agent or a 
professional pest control 
operator to identify the 


ticks that rode home on the 
family pet. 

Once the pesticide is 
purchased at a hardware or 
grocery store, read the 
label and follow the direc- 
tions exactly. The associa- 
tion notes that ‘‘the 
manufacturer probably 
spent up to $6 million 
researching the best way to 
use it and his chances of be- 
ing right are better than 
yours.” 

The overuse of pesticides 
is not only dangerous but 
can alse be ineffective and a 
waste of time and effort 

For example, one could 
miss killing a pest com- 
pletely by using a pile of 
powder instead of. just a 
trace beeause the pest is 
more likely to go around it 
than through it

Jules Feiffer 
looks at life

Jules Feiffer takes an

She dances in 
celebration of seasons, 
years, ‘‘the mundane,”’ 
unaware of the emotional 
turmoil around her 

Bernard, the only 
character with a name, 
agonizes over the problems 
of being a ‘‘nice’’ person 
after being a really ‘‘rotten 
guy.’ Robert Weis portrays 
Bernard as he travels from 
niceness back to rotteness 
and this time, even 
violence. 

While the skits come to no 
conclusion about how to 
deal with human relations, 
some interesting insights 
are provided. 


Monte Van Vleet as Man 
tells his young son that he 
really doesn't want the 
responsibility of being a 
parent after five years ‘‘of 
being with you, when I 
could have been in the 
company of grown - ups that 
I like.”’ 


‘‘Don’t make = any 
emotional commitments,”’ 
he warns the boy and gives 
him $10,000 to go to college 
and grow up. 


Another character, 
played by Adrienne Stiff, is 
faced with talking to God 
for the sake of her dying 
husband. After a monologue 
describing her life for the 
past 15 years, she finally 
asks God not to take her 
husband. ‘‘Take the 
doctor,’’ she suggests.

The Dancer seems to sum 
it up best as she dances her 
way through the Seventies. 
She recalls the failures and 
disappointments of each 
year until finally in 1978, 
she says, ‘‘Nothing else gets 
better, why should I?”’ 

That seems to be what 
Feiffer is saying in ‘‘Hold 
Me,”’ with his sketches of 
human inadequacy anc 
alienation 


The hoped for 
enlightenment of the 
Seventies has given way to 
discouragement and 
frightening loneliness 
beneath the humor of 
Feiffer’s people. 


The cast of ‘‘Hold Me” 
does an excellent job of 
projecting the complex 
emotions of each character 
under the stars at Cal 
Poly’s ‘‘twilight summer 
festival,’’ the setting 
enhancing rather than 
distracting from the 
performance.

ENSENADA, MEXICO — 
Casting from the rocks 
along the rugged coastline 
of the new Bajamar resort 
community in Baja Califor- 
nia is a fishing adventure 
that is attracting Southern 
Californians to this wildly 
beautiful country fronting 
the Pacific Ocean some 20 
miles. north of Ensenada 

It is a particularly tricky 
sport as the tides ruch to 
and fro and the angler must 
time his casts to the in- 
coming breakers while 
maintaining precarious 
balance on a rocky point. 

But it’s very productive 
and the hookups include 
calico bass, cabezon, kelp 
bass, buttermouth and, in 
the more subdued areas of 
sandy coves, opaleye taken 
with frozen peas on a 
floating hook. 

Best thing is it doesn’t 
take much in the way of 
gear — an 8 to 10 foot rod, 
spinning or conventional 
reel, 10 to 20 pound test 
monofilament, size 2 to 4 
hooks, a selection of ocean 
sinkers and a variety of 
bait. The more adroit 
anglers even employ trour 
gear with as little as 6 
pound test and have a 
marvelous time. 

Wear rubber soles or ten- 
nis shoes and old clothing 
because it is almost a cinch 
you will get wet from flying 
spray, while a little wading 
sometimes may be needed 
to get the best spots. 

Anchovies work excep- 
tionally well for bait and 
pieces of cut squid are good. 
Clams and cut mackerel 
also attract the fish and so 
do mussels which the angler 
can pry from the very rocks 
from which he fishes

Allergy 
causes 


Rhus dermatitis is an 
itchy allergic skin eruption 
which occurs after contact 
with poison oak, poison ivy 
or poison sumac. These 
plants, which are members 
of the plant genus Rhus, 
contain in their sap an ac- 
tive chemical called 
urushiol that causes an 
allergic skin reaction in 
some people. Urushiol is 
also found in the Japanese 
lacquer tree, the India Ink 
tree, the rind of the mango 
and the cashew nut shell. 

Not everyone is allergic 
to these plants, and no one 
is born with this allergy. It 
is estimated that about 
seven out of 10 Americans 
are capable of developing 
an allergy to urushiol if ex- 
posed. 

While Rhus dermatitis 
can occur all year, it is 
most common during spring 
and summer months. The 
symptoms usually develop 
within 12 - 48 hours after 
contact but this can vary, 
depending on the degree of 
sensitivity. 

The first symptoms are 
often redness of the skin 
and fluid-filled blisters. The 
patterns seen on the skin 
will frequently be linear, es- 
pecially where the plant 
leaves have brushed against 
the skin. 

Intense itching is the 
most noticeable symptom. 
After reaching their peak in 

,7-10 days, the lesions

Timing the cast with the 
breakers and then allowing 
the lien to be swept 
shoreward proved the best 
tactics. When a calico or 
cabezon picked up the bait 
and the angler had his fish 
on, the ticklish business of 
getting his flapping catch 
up and over the rocks 
began. 

It isn’t an easy task and a 
lot of fish are lost as they 
take the line into submerg- 
ed rocks, moss and bits of 
seaweed. Rather than try to 
pull loose and perhaps lose 
the whole rigging and the 
fish, it pays to put the reeel 
into free spool and wait a 
bit. With the slack, the fish 
many times works itself 
free and the angler then can 
haul it in.

The Salton Sea — Califor- 
nia’s largest inland body of 
water — is literally alive 
with croakers, sargo and 
mollies, reports resident 
fishing authority Jimmie 
Melvin ‘‘Tex”’ Ritter, chief 
ranger at the Salton Sea 
State Recreation Area at 
North Shore 

Such a large population of 
these smaller species has 
one drawback for anglers, 
Ritter notes: it makes the 
larger and probably well - 
fed orangemouth corvina 
harder to entice.

The reaction generally 
occurs where the sap has 
contacted the skin, but the 
lesions can occur spon- 
taneously at any site that 
has been affected previous- 
ly. In those persons who 
have had one or more 
previous attacks, a new 
contact with the plant may 
produce swelling about the 
eyes and swelling of the 
throat. Stomach cramps 
may occur and are often ac- 
companied by vomiting, 
nausea and diarrhea. 

Urushiol is a long lived 
substance. It not only can 
remain on the skin causing 
the irritation to spread, it 
clings stubbornly to 
clothing, tools, the fur of 
pets and anything else that 
comes in contact with the 
plant. 

These agents act as 
carriers and will re-expose 
the person every time they 
are touched until the 
urushiol is thoroughly wash- 
ed off. The substance also 
remains in the plants long 
after they are dead or 
decayed. 

Burning the plants can be 
harmful because the smoke 
contains the urushiol which, 
when spread through the 
air, can affect susceptible 
persons, 

When treating Rhus der- 
matitis the most important 
coysideration is to remove 


rash 


all traces of sap from the 
skin and clothing with soap 
and water. Wet cold com- 
presses will help relieve the 
inflammation, and 
calamine lotion is useful to 
help dry the blisters and 
reduce itching. Lukewarm 
baths to which one-half cup 
of stareh has been added 
may be helpful. A doctor 
Should be consulted in 
severe cases. 

Some points regarding 
prevention: 

— Learn to recognize 
poison oak, ivy and sumac. 

— Wear clothing that will 
cover the skin when hiking 
in areas that are known to 
have these plants. 

— Wash all exposed body 
areas with water and a soap 
or detergent as soon as 
possible after exposure to 
the plant. Be sure to clean 
thoroughly under the nails. 

— Remove all clothing 
and shoes that may have 
been in contact with the 
plants and wash them 
thoroughly with soap or 
‘detergent. Avoid skin con- 
tact with them until after 
the cleansing. 

— Bath the family pet if it 
was in contact with the 


‘plants.

2. Lot Type Classification: Lots indicated on the Specific Plan, 
txhibit No. A, have been classified as Type A, B, or C. In addition 
to the grading standards provided by Exhibits No, C, D, and E. the 
following grading techniques shall apply to these lot types 

a. Type ‘A Mote Type A Lots are located in areas which are 
relatively flat plateaus. Grading of the entire lot area is permitted 
on Type A Lots. The drainage of runoff water will be redirected to 
the adjacent streets 

b. Type “B’ Lots: Type B Lots are grou throughout the 
property. These lots are characteristically located on minor inclin- 
ed terrain which represents moderately sensitive landform 
Grading on Type B lots is permitted for the placement of and 
access to permitted uses. The grading of the entire lot is not consis- 
tent with the intent of a Type B classification. Storm runoff will 
tollow its natural course 

c. Type "C" Lots: Type C Lots are predominantly located 
along major changes in topography and are highly visible to the 
surrounding community ese lots are located on the most sen- 
sitive landform. Grading on Type C Lots is restricted to only that 
earth movement necessary for roadway access and excavation for 
retaining-type building foundations where there will be no visible 
signs of grading beyond the structures’ main walls. The drainage of 
runoff will follow its natural course 

3. Cut and Fill Slopes: No manufactured slopes shall exceed a 
maximum of two (2) feet horizontal to one (1) foot vertical unless 
approved by the San Dimas eng Commission. Manufactured 
slopes of less than two to one may be permitted where adequate 
slope control measures such as retaining walls or rip-rap em- 
bankments are utilized. The slope shall in no case exceed the 
natural angle of repose of the material. Cut and fill slopes shall be 
constructed to eliminate sharp angles of intersection with the ex- 
isting terrain and shall be rounded and contoured as necessary to 
blend with the natural topography to the maximum extent possible 

4. Erosien Control: All manufactured slopes, other than those 
constructed in rock, shall be planted or otherwise protected from 
the effects of storm runoff erosion and shall be benched or terraced 
as required to provide for adequate stability. Planting shall be 
designed to blend the slopes with the surrounding terrain and 
development. Manufactured slopes in rock shall be provided with 
soil pockets to contain landscaping where appropriate. Irrigation

The preferential parking 
license plates and placards 
for some disabled persons 
are available to the blind 
and to certain heart disease 
victims and can be obtained 
at all Department of Motor 
Vehicle offices. 

Previous legislation gave 
the parking privilege to per- 
sons suffering from lung 
disease — such as severe 
emphysema — and to per- 
sons disabled by loss of 
limbs. 

The blue placard bearing 
the wheelchair outline may 


; be displayed in any vehicle 
* transporting a disabled per- 


son. The placards, issued to 
the person and not the vehi- 
cle, cost $4. Temporarily 
disabled persons, such as 
those with broken leg, may 
be issued a placard for the 
duration of the illness or 
disability. 

There is no additional 
cost, other than the regular 
vehicle registration fee, for 
the plates distinguished by 
the letters DP in several 
combinations. 

The vehicles of disabled 
veterans, who also are en- 
titled to parking privileges, 
carry plates with letters 
and number combinations 
containing the letters VET, 
VTN, and VTR. These are 
fee-exempt. 

The placards and special 
plates permit parking in 
areas designated by a blue 
curb, in metered zones 
without payment of fees, or 
in limited-time zones 
without observing the time 
limit.

Standards set by state 


The state Commission of 
Housing and Community 
Development has just 
adopted regulations es- 
tablishing, for the first time 
in California, the right of 
the physically handicapped 
to barrier-free housing. 

By unanimous vote, seven 
members of the commis- 
Sion (all appointed by 
Governor Jerry Brown) 
voted to require builders of 
new apartment houses con- 
taining 10 or more units to 
make at least five percent 
of all units accessible to 
people in wheelchairs. 

Where the application of 
the above percentage 
results in a fraction, the 
next higher whole number 
of units is required. 

Such units must: 

— Be accessible by 
walkways and ramps at 
least 42°’ wide. 

— Have thresholds no 
more than one-half inch 
thick 

— Have doorways at least 
30 inches wide. 

— Have hallways at least 
36 inches wide. 

— Have at least 32 inches 
clearance in front of all

Water districts 
may raise rates 


The tremendous victory 
of Proposition 13, Califor- 
nia’s property tax limit in- 
itiative, has made a great 
impact on all our property 


tax rates and with the 
public services they 
provide 


It may be too early to 
judge the measure’s effect 
on our water programs 
However, much concern at 


* the moment centers on 


several special water dis- 
tricts’ ability to fund their 
share of the state water 
project costs. 

Financing of the state 
water project consists of 31 
water agency contractors. 
the largest both in terms of 
financing and population be- 
ing the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern Califor- 
nia 

These contractors pay the 
state of California for con- 
struction. and for 
operational costs of the 
dams, canals, pumping 
plants, and electrical 
power. The bulk of the cost 
of the state water project is 
paid for with interest by the 
water agencies, except for 
special allocations of 
money for flood control and 
fish and wildlife preserva- 
tion. 

Semiannual payments 
provide for the capital costs 
of the wa‘er facilities. 
Monthly payments, which 
do not necessarily cover the 
amount of water delivered, 
provide for operational and 
maintenance costs. 


The concern stems from 
some special districts’ 
ability to pay their share of 
the obligatory bond because 
of the uncertainty of their 
financial status. Fourteen 
of the 31 contracting water 
districts have depended 
only on property taxes for 
revenue, and seven others 
have depended on property 
taxes very substantially. 


The remaining 10 agen- 
cies have collected their 
revenue through their 
water fees. Because the 
Prop. 13 measure has 
limited property .taxation, 
these special districts may 
fall short on their ability to 
pay. The state surplus will 
help ease the burden this 
year, but the doubts for the 
future are great 
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17 YEARS 
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Some alternatives are be- 
ing considered. The 
Metropolitan Water 
District has sought a $9 rate 
increase for each 800,000 
acre - feet of water sold. To 
take effect in September, if 
approved. the rate increase 
would raise an additional 
$7.2 million for the MWD 

Also, there has been some

talk of water districts being 
allowed some type of 
legislation to assist them in 
their ability to levy proper- 
ty taxes (above 1 percent) 
to pay their water bond 
obligation. When the ap- 
proval for construction of 
the state water project was 
voted upon, there was no 
provision made for taxation 
to pay each district’s share. 
With the passage of Prop. 
13 and the re-examination 
of our prioities in govern- 
ment spending, we must not 
forget the important role 
water plays in our state’s 
economy.

City council ups 
construction fees 


The Upland City Council 
has formally adopted a new 
schedule of building permit 
and plan check fees, in- 
creasing charges by about 
15 percent 

Higher charges have been 
in effect since July and the 
council ratified the fee 
schedule at Monday night's 
council meeting 

Unlike other increased 
fees passed by many cities 
recently, City Manager Lee 
Travers and Robert 
Sullivan, Upland’s chief 
building official, said the 
higher fees are in response 
to state-mandated services, 
not Proposition 13 

Travers said the new fee 
schedule is about 15 percent 
higher than the old fees 

The minimum fee charg- 
ed by the Building Depart- 
ment was increased Mon- 
day night by the council 
from $10 to $25 

Sullivan explained that 
the state Uniform Building 


adopted, sets the basic 
building fee schedule. 
However, he added that 
state legislation mandating 
new building - check ser-

He said energy 
regulations effective July 1 
for new buildings are 
primarily responsible for 
the added work for the 
Building Department. 

City employees will check
